States is 
supplying 
substantial 
military equipment to 
Chinese 
Nationalist forces 
on

but has reserved for itself a pow­ 
erful voice over any major oper­ 
ation against Red China. 
Officials who reported this said 
the American government is es­ 
pecially concerned about the pos­ 
sibility of attacks on the Commu­ 
nist mainland which could be ex­ 
pected to provoke Red retalia­ 


tion. 
Today’s revelation of policy re­ 
called last week’s political ex­ 
change between House Speaker 
Joseph Martin (R-Mass) and Sen. 
Paul Douglas (D ill.). 
Douglas had pooh-poohed M art­ 
in’s claim that the Republicans 
brought about the truce in Korea. 
M artin said that the new GOF 
F ar E ast policy was a “ refresh­ 
ing roughness.” 
Ile said the first m ajor move 


was that made by President Kis 
enhower in ordering the U. S. 7th 
Fleet to “ quit shielding Red Chi 
na against attacks hy the Nation 
alist forces on Form osa.” 
Douglas, in rebuttal, said M art­ 
in’s statem ents were “ far fetch­ 
ed” and added: 
“ President Trum an could have 
had a peace in Korea last sum ­ 
m er if he had been willing to take 
the sam e prisoner of war term s 
which we now have accepted.” 


As for the 7th 
Fleet order, 
Douglas said it was no change in 
policy—that Trum an had 
been 
perm itting the Chinese National­ 
ists to make hit and run raids on 
the coast without form al sanc­ 
tion.

Information available here to­ 
day indicated that an agreem ent

States a voice in m ajor strategic 
decisions did not affect the h ar­ 
assing operations which Chiang's 
forces have long been carrying 
on against Communists units on 
islands near the mainland. 
Under some conditions, it was 
clear that the U. S. right to share 
in decisions on operations could 
give this country a virtual veto.

That, 
in turn, could have an incalcul­ 
able effect on the whole interna­ 
tional situation. 
As a result of such considera­

A Reminder That Ohio Game Still Abounds 


While no one living in Fayette County 
today can 
personally know 
anything 
much about the pioneer days in this lo­ 
cality, there are some who tell what their 
grandfathers, or great-grandfathers, have 
related to them of the early days of this 
region and the rest of Ohio. 
Long, long ago, this and other localities 
of Ohio was known as the “Big Tree 
Country*’ when great forests blanketed 
much of the land. 
Narrow trails used b y Indians and ani­ 
mals, and a few navigable rivers a n d 
lakes, were the only ways of reaching 
and communicating in the uncharted 
vastness that is now this state of ours. 
Today none of us can properly visual­ 
ize great game-filled woods where now 
are rich farms such as Fayette County 
possesses, or prosperous cities. 
A reminder of all this comes through 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife S e r v i c e , 
which relates (hat Ohio was iifth on the 
list of states in which fur-bearing ani­ 
mals were trapped in large numbers dur­ 
ing the 1950-51 season. 
The report emphasizes that only pelts 
handled by dealers were counted; no tab­ 
ulation was taken of the muskrats, rac­ 
coons, foxes, badgers and other coveted 
fur-bearers whose skins were treated by 
individual hunters. 
Still, the Wildlife Service says 683,492 
furry animals were hunted down for com­ 
mercial purposes in Ohio’s remaining for­ 
ests and farm woodlots. Only Louisiana, 


Minnesota, Michigan and Illinois contrib­ 
uted more to the national fur market. 
Our own state, it seems, though a ma­ 
jor agricultural and industrial state, re­ 
tains part of its frontier heritage. Though 
the “Big Trees” are gone and the tracks 
of ox-wagons lie beneath paved highways, 
the hunter spirit still lives and game still 
abounds. 


Truce Future? 
The exchange of prisoners under the 
truce arrangement in Korea is bringing 
to light the barbaric treatment m o s t 
American and other United Nations’ pris­ 
oners of war received at the hands of 
their Red captors. According to last re­ 
ports, some 6.000 American prisoners of 
war are still unaccounted for, and their 
fate is unknown. General Mark Clark, 
Supreme Commander in the Far E a s t , 
in Washington, expressed pessimism over 
the prospects for a successful settlement 
of the Korean problem, although United 
States diplomatic officials are more opti­ 
mistic. All Americans should remember 
it is a truce, not peace, which now pre­ 
vails in Korea.

Most of these complaints were 
attributed by the patients them­ 
selves to bronchitic smoking, or 
other such causes It is an impor­ 
tant fact that even minor respir 
atory symptoms, particularly in 
men in their fifties and sixties, 
may be the onset of cancer of the

should be consulted immediately 
and X rays taken of the chest. 
This is a symptom that should 
lead the physician to suspect the 
presence of a tumor. 
Sometimes there will not b e 
any lung symptoms present, but 
complains of tiredness, fatigue, 
vague pains and gradual loss of 
weight. A chest X ray often re­ 
v e a ls^ tumor or cancer in these 
cases. It is believed that if rou­ 
tine chest X rays are done as a 
preventive measure, many cases 
of cancer of the lung could be de­ 
tected early enough to do some 
good.

RADFORD AW A RE-N o man

w ho once declared that a conflict 


with China would be the “ wrong 
war in the wrong place and the 
wrong time and with the wrong 
enemy.”

Essentials O f Human Rights 


For more than a century, two 
forces manifested themselves not 
only in the western world but in 
all countries where men r e a d 
and deal in ideas One force has 
been the tremendous accretion of 
scientific knowledge; the other 
has been the effort of a f e w 
thinkers to relate the new knowl­ 
edge and its explosive trends in 
thought to the 
art 
of living. 
While science mounts and h a s 
now reached beyond the alchem­ 
ist’s m a d d e s t dream s, o u r 
thoughts on life grow more con­ 
fused, because somehow a l o n g 
the road to knowledge and rea­ 
son, man has lost his hearings. 
This era might be said to have 
been ushered into history by the 
French Revolution. Certainly by 
the i*4a revolutions in western 
Europe* its most cogent design,

As that right decreases, 
his dependence upon the state 
increases. This has been mani­ 
fested clearly in the U n i t e d 
States and other countries where 
the state reduces the capacity of 
the individual to accumulate pri­ 
vate capital and therefore to own 
property by taxation. 
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BaMiat places the highest 
human rights in this order: 
“ Life, faculties, production—in 
other words, individuality, I i b- 
erty, property—this is man. And 
in spite of the cunning of artful 
political leaders, these t h r e e 
gifts from God precede all hu 
man legislation, and are superior 
to it.” 
When the right to private own­ 
ership of property disappears al­ 
together, as in the Soviet em ­ 
pire, slavery returns as a nor­ 
mal social institution, lf some of 
those who are today called miss­ 
ing, in the Korean war. e v e r 
return to us, they will have a 
tale to tell of their own exper­ 
iences as slaves. 
Malenkov’s recent address to 
the Russian Supreme S o v i e t 
only establishes the nature of 
this dependence. In effect, 
he 
^aid that Stalin faked Russian 
industrial and agricultural 
sta­ 
tistics; that the state failed to 
provide adequate quantities 
of 
consumer’s goods for the people 
and that housing and other facil­ 
ities were kept short in order 
that the state could tool up for 
the development of heavy indus­ 
tries mostly designed for war 
production. 
Perhaps that is true in other 
countries, but the essence of the 
argument is that the state has 
reduced the rights of the individ­ 
ual and has opted for itself the 
authority to decide what o n e 
should wear, how much he should 
eat. where he should house his 
family. 
Returning to the French phil­ 
osopher, Basnat, we find h I rn 
saying: 
“ No society tan exist unless 
the laws are respected to a cer­ 
tain degree. The safest way to 
make laws respected is to make 
them respectable.. .” 
As respect for the 
law de­ 
creases. revolution is born. Thus, 
during this century, from 1848 to 
tliw day. the world has been full 
of revolution and revolutionary 
ideas These disturbances are not 
only due to dissatisfaction w i t h 
I government but they arise from 
j an individual feeling of frustra 
lion, from a hunger for stability, 
from a desire to reject imm or­ 
tality. The effects may be the 
reverse of the desired end, but 
the most potent 
stimulant for 
revolutionary thinking, if not ac­ 
tion, is the absence of m o r a l 
stability. 
In my conversations during the 
past few' years with s e v e r a l 
hundred American ex-Commun- 
ists and fellow travelers, I find 
that while many are antagonistic 
to the Russian pattern of life, 
for them the American pattern 
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is also wanting. What they seek 
is a moral basis for life. That 
they have lost along the way 
and one reason for its loss is the 
substitution of the power of the 
state over the rights of the in­ 
dividual. which appears first in 
the matter of the ownership of 
one’s own property. 
In Russia, it was lost by con­ 
fiscation; in the western world, 
by excessive taxation.

Now Back Home 


Charles Cox Grateful 
For Friends' Attention 


Charles Ervin Cox, 15, is n o w 
back home from Children’s ll o s- 
pital, Columbus, where he h a s 
been since June 22 as a result of 
injuries received when he d i v e .1 
from the bank into shallow water 
of Sugar Creek at Jasper Mills. 
Young Cox has been an excellent 
swimmer. He and other boys had 
used the pool often, but the d r y 
weather had caused the water in 
it to become much less deep than 
the boys realized. 
Charles received very bad neck 
injuries. Two vertebrae were jam 
med in the back of his neck and 
were pinching his spinal cord. He 
was also badly bruised on the left 
side of his body. 
However, Charles is not running 
around like other boys. he is still 
confined to his home. While he is 
able to walk some, he also uses 
a wheelchair most of the time. He 
has a cast on the back of his neck 
which extends above his head and 
below his back. 
The youngster, who will be a 
sophomore at Washington C. H. 
High School this fall, makes his 
home with his grandmother, Mrs 
Homer Kimmey on North N o r t h 
Street. His mother is Mrs. James 
E liars of Fifth Street, and h is 
father is James Cox of New Je r­ 
sey. 
Charles says he is feeling “ pretty 
good” but that he would like to get 
out and see his friends. However, 
he doesn’t neet to get out to see 
his friends, they all come to see 
him. 
Charles said he hardly knows 
how to express appreciation to all 
the persons who sent cards to him 
while he was in the hospital. “ I 
just don’t know how to t h a n k 
them ail,” he told his grandmother. 
Cox will have to be taken back 
to the hospital several times for 
check-ups. He was brought home 
in the Gerstner ambulance.

PA RIS (It— Defiant union leaders 
today ignored Premier Joseph Lan- 
iel’s threat of tougher action to end 
France’s crippling strikes and con­ 
tinued their nationwide walkout. 
As tension mounted, the govern­ 
ment moved about 500 parachute 
troops into Paris to cope with pos­ 
sible violence.
